Senator Sherman. 


Mr. Sherman then proceeded to discuss the 


llstory or the act that bears his name. He was 
not in favor of the lre« coinage of silver, and 
regarded It as but another name for the mono- 
metallism of silver, anfl was only in favor ol 
the purchase of silver lor purposes of coining. 
Tbe conferees of the two houses agree-, upon 
their differences, and In that agreement 
secured the repeal of tho Bland-Allison 
act Mr. Sherman reminded senators when 
they orlttcisud tho law that was named after 
him, they should remember that this law now 
on the statute hooks was far tetter than either 
the house bill or that passed by the senate. 
Tho president had, Mr Sherman said, set 
forth the decline In tho value of sliver, but 
failed to give tho causes of the decline. Had 
he taken a broader view of tho causes 
of that doe line he could have explained it all 
It was duo, Mr. Sherman said, to the fact that 
•we were called upon to pay our debt*, debts 
payable In gold England was the great cred- 
itor country, und we should neither bo ashamed 
ofiior hate her; wo are hor children and par- 
talco much of the characteristics of the parent 
stock England's losses in the Argentine Re- 
public had to be mado good, and she 
returned our securities and demanded the

tions from going down For tho first time also 
In a number of yews the balance of trade was 
against us, and we had to make the difference

After dlscueping other matters contrib- 


uting to tho present condition, Mr. Sherman 
declared that an erroneous Impression had 
been created when it was claimed that the Sher- 
man law was the cause of all the trouble 
and this, he said, with all due deference to 
Mr Cleveland Still tn« fact was that congress 
must deal with a oltuation and not a measure 
Ho l)olloved In "giving the devil his due," and 
was ready to stand by tho law, not as a meas 
ure in which he took any special pride, for ho 
was competed to yield In order tolpreven 
disastrous legislation. Without this low wha 
would the country have done in 1891 and 18% 
had It been called upon them to meet the 
difficulties now staggering UB. He was not a 
new convert to the repeal of the law, but a year 
ft.ro he had introduced a bill to suspend the 
operations of the law.

Along the Coosaw River. 


At Sea in the Storm. 


SAVANNAH, Ga,, Aug. 31.—The steam- 


er Birmingham, of the Ocean Steam- 
ship Co., two days overdue, arrived at 
Savannah at 7 p. m., brinffings a por- 
tion of the passengers and crew of the 
steamship City of Savannah, wrecked 
Monday morning on the shoals six 
miles from St. Helena 
lighthouse, 


South Carolina, at G a. m. 


The City of Savannah left Boston 


Th ursday af tern 0011, She met one 
Btorm 
after another. There being 


three storm s in all. Sunday's Btorm 
was the worst. The steamer was badly 
disabled and Capt. Savage headed her 
for shoal water. All night long the 
vessel ran in the storm, the passengers 
expecting every minute to be their last. 


Monday afternoon a small boat with 


three sailors, who volunteered from tha 
crew, were sent out to find a place on 
shore where the boats could land. 
They did not return, and it was not 
known whether they reached the shore 
or not. 


Tuesday morning the two life boats 


were manned. The boats were filled 
with women and children, about fifteen 
in all. They arrived at Coffin's point, 
St. Helena's island, where they are at 
present being well cared for. Those 
who remained on the City of Savan- 
nah were rescued by the City of Bir- 
mingham. The latter steamer had a 
stormy passage. Early Tuesday morn- 
ing she reached tbe captain and crew 
of the schooner Joseph Souther. Soon 
afterwards she passed a vessel bottom 
upward, the crew of which is supposed 
to have been lost. Several disabled 
vessels were passed. 
The wrecked 


passengers of the City of Savannah 
lost everything. They were provided 
for in this city. Not a life was Ios1 
from the steamer. 


The City of Savannah carried forty- 


six officers and men. 
She ia a total 


loss. The value of her cargo has nol 
yet been ascertained. 


Beaufort, S. C., suffered 
fearfully 


from the storm. Capt. Finney of the 
steamer Bessie arrived from Beaufort 
half an hour before the City of Savan-> 
nah and the Birmingham, and says 
that Beaufort is wrecked and the loss of 
life among the negroes is fearful. 
Fully half the population is drowned. 


Heap* of Dead Bodies. 


AUGUSTA, Ga., Aug. 31.—News from 


the storm-swept district of Port Royal 
and Beaufort is still very meager. 
There is no telegraphic communication 
with those places yet, the only news be- 
ing obtainable by mail. News gath- 
ered by the Chronicle brings the start- 
ling .intelligence that seventy dead 
and swollen bodiers were taken from 
the Coosa-w river yesterday by searc h- 
ing parties. Not one-half of the hor- 
rors of the storm have as yet been told, 
as messengers from surrounding sec- 
tions are arriving hourly bringing, 
news of deaths and terrible havoc 
caused by Sunday night's gale. 


The result of yesterday's work of the 


relief party puts the number of miss- 
ing at over 100, but owing to poor 
means of communication correct lists of 
the dead cannot be obtained. In sev- 
eral places along the Coosaw river 
were found eight or ten bodies lying 
on the bank close together. Graves 
were hastily dug near the places of the 
discovery of the bodies, and without 
ceremony the storm victims were 
placed beneath the earth. Many of 
the dead are so far advanced in putre- 
faction that the scene was revolting 
and horrifying. 


The situation in some localities is re- 


ported as being distressing among the 
negroes only one or two persons being 
left out of families of ten or fifteen. 


To the extent of their ability the 


people of Beaufort and Port Royal are 
rendering all the assistance in their 
power to stricken families who lost all 
in the flood of wind and water. Pro- 
visions and clothing are being liberally 
distributed to those most needing. No 
news of a definite character has been 
received from St Helena and other 
surrouding islands. These islands in 
most part are thickly populated and it 
is supposed the loss of life has been 
very great. 
Sunday Nlcht's Storm in South Caro- 
lina. 


COLUUBIA, 8. C., Aug. 81.—The storm 


of Sunday night and Monday morning 
was one of the fiercest that has ever 
swept over South Carolina. Wires are 
down in every direction and details are 
hard to get at. The damage was gen- 
eral, extending over in the entire state 
—severest in the southeast, and the 
least severe in the northwest angle. 
The damage to Beaumont and Port 
Royal and the neighboring towns and 
islands skirting the Atlantic coast is 
frightful, if the reports received are 
accurate. 
Bice fields along 
the 


Savannah, and it* affluent streams 
were torn up by the water and winds. 
Water was driven in from the Atlantic, 
and the tides were unprecedented!/ 
high, in some places being eighteen feet 
above mean high water mark. Much 
rice already cut and stocked was swept 
away and uncut rice suffered sorlously. 
The Sea teland cotton farms were ter- 
ribly washed np. 


Indefinite reports received from Part 


Boyaland Beaumont make it appear 
that the storm did greater damage in 
that vicinity than elsewhere. 


One report IB to the effect that 100 


lives were lost at these two places and 
along the Atlantic coast intervening. 
Most of the loss was among the ne- 
groes who became frightened and In 
their panic stayed in their homes too 
lonjt to make their escape. No m__f 
•age can be gotton from Port Royal or 
Beaumont. The storm continued for 
about the same time all over the state 
and the only difference was in the 
damage at each point

A NEW CONTRIVANCE. 


Invention for Poling oars by 


Freight Engines. 


The Alton and other roads have long 


followed the custom of breaking np its 
freight trains when of any considerable 
length by paahing the cars away with 
a pole eboved by a locomotive. In pol- 
ing cars in this way there is more or lees 
danger to the man handling tba pole, as 
it is liable to break or slip. 
To remedy 


this trouble a device has been introduced 
by tbe master mechanic of the Pennsyl- 
vania system, which is described in the 
Railroad Gazette. Tbe pole is in two 
parts. Tbe piece which is placed against 
the car is a solid bar ot iron, at one end 
ot which is a forked cap to fit against 
the end ot the car. Tbe other end fits 
into the eecond part of the bar, inside of 


Inch is a stiff spring to lessen the jar 


when tbe pole strikes tbe car. 
The bar 


is connected 10 the locomotive in a flexi- 
ble manner, and is operated by means ot 
a crank and lever. " The front end of the 
engine is bonrded o9 BO HS to keap as 
much heat as possible from the operator.
